Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 5, 6, 8 and 11-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kienal et al. 
[US 3,226,467] and Lee [US 5,002,464] both teach apparatus with inner and outer 
vacuum chambers. Tanaka et al. [US 5,267,292], Tichenor et al. [US 6,031,598], Haney 
et al. [US 6,333,775] and Matsuo et al. [US 2003/0016780] all teach providing a vacuum 
to multiple chambers in a lithographic apparatus. Tanaka et al. [WO 01/22480] teaches 
proving bellows between the respective inner chambers of a lithographic apparatus. 
None of the above cited art, alone or in combination, teaches the specifics as recited in 
independent claims 1 and 8.
